+ He Eſtates of Parliament conſidering, how much the Kingdom is 
"34% Impoverilhed by the dayly Exportation of Money forth of the 
ſame;and that the making uſe of our own nativeCommodities,for 
furniſhing us with theſe things which formerly were brought to 
us from forraign places, is, by the commendable Induſtry of ſe- 
veral deferving Country-men and ingenious Artiſts, much improved : and that 
in order tothelr encouragement, and that our own native Commodities may go 
the better off,necef]ir it js,thar ſome more ſevercReſtraint than formerly, be laid 
upon the Exportation of Money. Therefore, the King's Majeſty, with Advice 
and Conſent of his Eſtates of Parliament, Statutes and Ordains, That no perſon 
or perlons whatf3ever, hall Trade or uſe Merchandize with any other Nati- 
ON, till firſt they take an Oath before the Lord Theſzurer or Theſaurer-De-« 
put, or before ſuch perſons as they ſhall appoint for that effe&. That they 
ſhall not export by themſelves or others, direQly or indireRly, by Sea or Land,
